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DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgement is made of the amendment filed by the applicant on 10/2/2007, in 
which claims 1 and 1 1 were amended and claims 21-29 were cancelled. Claims 1-20 
are currently pending in U.S. Application Serial No. 10/689,729. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is well 
known in the prior art to form alignment films by irradiating a film containing carbon 
carbon double bonds with an ion beam and applying a polarity preserving material to 
preserve a polarity of the polarized functional group. Callegari et al. (US 6665033) 
teaches a process for a process for forming an alignment film by modifying the surface 
of a film using an ion beam. A diamond like carbon film, which includes carbon-carbon 
double bonds, is irradiated with anion beam and combined with water vapor in order to 
saturate the dangling bonds which result from the ion beam (see abstract, col. 3, lines 
1-22, col. 4, lines 25-51 , col. 7, lines 30-46). 

However, the prior art does not teach or suggest the use of an ion beam and 
transforming the ion beam into an atomic beam and applying the atomic beam to 
a film having carbon carbon double bonds to break the bonds and then applying a 
polarity preserving material.
